Cambodian Capital Girds For 
Last Stand Fight Against Reds 
PHNOM PENH (UPI) — 
Rebel ground forces made new 
gains today south of Phnom 
Penh, hitting a suburb a little 
more than four miles away 
despite devastating American 
air strikes. Military police 
spread through Phnom Penh, 
rounding up men between the 
ages of 18 and 35 for induction 
into the army. 
A Mekong River convoy, the 
first to' arrive in nearly two 
weeks, steamed into Phnom 
Penh from South Vietnam. 
Three freighters, seven tankers 
and two barges arrived. 
Field reporters said Amerir 
can B52s, F ills and F4s Dew 
concentrated air strikes south­ 
east of the capital. They said 
during one bombing run by an 
F4 Phantom just south of 
St tobo on Highway 30, several 
families 
of 
soldiers 
were 
wounded by fragments from the 
bombs. 
Reporters 
said 
14 
wounded persons were evacuat­ 
ed by government trucks to 
Phnom Penh. 
The High Command said 
there was fighting at the village 
of Champkd Kaek, a mile east 
of the suburb of Takhmau. 
Fighting has been raging for 
the past two weeks just south of 
Takhmau, which lies only four 
miles southeast of Phnom 
Penh. There has been some 
speculation by diplomats in the 
capital that the insurgents 
might try to' take the suburb'. 
Northwest of the capital, in 
the vicinity of Phnom Basset, a 
hill used in the past by the 
guerrillas for rocket attacks on 
Pochentong airport and the 
capital, field reporters said 
American B52 bombers hit 
rebel positions 12 miles north­ 
west of the capital. Cambodian 
field commanders said they 
believed the Communist forces 
suffered heavy losses in the 
bomber raids.

Insurgent strength on all sides 
of the capital is estimated at 
20,000. Authoritative m iliary 
sources say the government 
needs dose to 20,000 new 
recruits to wage an effective 
defense. 
Military 
police 
searched 
homes for men between the 
ages of 18 and 35 who are 
eligible for the nation’s newly 
created draft. Authorities said 
the day’s recruiting brought an 
e s t i m a t e d 1,000' volunteers, 
whüc another 
2,500 
were 
drafted. 
Outside the main collection 
center, wives and children of 
those drafted gathered and 
searched for their husbands 
and fathers in the crowded 
courtyard where the recruits 
were changing 
into' 
army 
uniforms. 
From the collection center, 
they were taken by truck to two 
Army training centers, one at 
Prey Sar, about 5 miles south 
of the city, the other 10 miles 
down Highway 4. 
Both the training centers are 
within a mile of the front lines. 


Butz Blamed 
For Shortages 
KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) — 
Sen Henry M. Jackson, D- 
Wash., criticized Agriculture 
Secretary Earl Butz, Sunday for 
causing grain shortages by his 
handling of the Soviet wheat 
deal 
and 
soybean 
export 
controls. 
Jackson, chairman of the 
Senate investigations subcom­ 
mittee that is probing the 
massive sales of wheat to 
Russia, said the result "'was 
severe shortages of grain in the 
United States and higher prices 
for food for the American 
people.” 
Jackson also charged that 
Butz’ announced plans to lift 
controls on soy-beans exports 
may be "another Russian grain 
deal.”

At least three persons drown­ 
ed in Hoosier waters over the 
weekend, including two persons 
who lost their lives Sunday in 
Shelby County when a rescue 
effort failed. 
Police said Robert Bruner, 33, 
Edinburg, jumped fully clothed 
into Lewis Creek about eight 
miles south, of Shelbyville Sun­ 
day afternoon when he saw that 
Gary Spurlin, 14, Flat Rock, 
was going under. However, 
Bruner was not .able to reach 
the boy in the 15-to-20-foot fast 
running water and he, also 
drowned. Spurlin had been 
swimming with companions at 
the time of the accident and 
Bruner had been picnicking 
near the stream. 
John Lowe, 25, Indianapolis, 
drowned in Cordry Lake in 
Brown County Saturday in a 
water skiing accident. His body 
was recovered several hours 
after the accident. 
Rock Festival Crowd Called 
‘Biggest Gathering In History’ 
WATKINS GLEN, N Y. (UPI) 
— Six hundred-thousand people 
attending the 
largest 
rock 
festival ever held in the United 
States left a muddy field strewn 
with beer cans and cloths 
Sunday and picked through 
miles of abandoned cars to find 
their own and go home. 
Only about 5,000 of the human 
tide that drove as far as 
possible then walked as much 
i.s 20 miles to reach the 
Watkins Glen grand prix auto 
racing course for Saturday’s 
"Summer Jam ” still were 
camped on the grounds today. 
The rest—450,000 of them 
gatecrashers—were on the way 
home. By 3 a.m. today, traffic 
was moving freely out of this 
area at the edge of the Finger 
Lakes resort country.

Sickness Delays Plans 
Of Skylab 2 Astronauts

HOUSTON (UPI) - The 
Skylab 2 astronauts tightened 
'the lid on a garbage disposal 
that w*as leaking air from the 
space station today and went, 
back to sleep in an attempt to 
overcome motion sickness that 
has delayed their first space­ 
walk. 
Alan L. 
Bean, Owen K. 
Garriott and Jack R. Lousma 
finally awakened and called 
mission control at 11:26 a.m. 
EOT, but they left unanswered 
the question on the minds of 
ground controllers—the state of 
their health after two days of 
space nausea. 
"How are you all doing?” 
asked 
communicator 
Bruce 
MoCandless. 
"We’re getting our blood 


drawn,” replied Lousma. The 
blood sample was for later 
analysis. 
"You’re evading the issue,” 
McCandlcss said. There was no 
reply. 
The astronauts’ queasy sto­ 
machs forced flight directors to 
postpone from, Tuesday to at 
least Wednesday the first of 
three spacewalks planned for 
the two-month mission. 
"We’re essentially one day 
behind.” said Right director 
Donald R. Puldy. He said he 
hoped the pilots would be back 
on their normal flight plan by 
Sunday with, only a minimum 
loss of experiment time.

Overcomes 
Deficit, Wins 
MOUNT POCONO, Pa. (UPI) 
— Four-time NASCAR Grand 
National champion R i e l a r d. 
Petty overcame nearly a one- 
lap deficit Sunday to win the 
200 lap Acme 500 USAC stock 
car race at Pocono Interna­ 
tional Raceway. 
Petty, driving a 1973 Dodge, 
won with a record average 
speed of 132.781 miles per hour 
and held a 16*second margin 
over runner-up Butch Hartman 
at the end of the $60,000 race. 
Hartman, the reigning USAC 
stock car king, was followed by 
defending race champion Roger 
MeCIuskey, Ram© Stott and Bay 
Darnell. 
A. J. Foyt, who won the pole 
position with an average speed 
of 148.983. m.p.h., was 'disquali­ 
fied from fourth to seventh for 
passing the pace car while a 
yellow caution flag was display­ 
ed. He said the ruling would be 
appealed. 
Petty, from Randleman, N.C., 
held nearly a lap advantage 
over MeCIuskey after 120 laps. 
He was about to lap Hartman 
and Foyt when, on 'the 121st 
lap, Larry Moore’s 1972 Chevy 
hit a retaining wall, forcing a 
caution flag. 
Petty retained, a slight edge 
when the 'green flag fel nine 
laps later but lost his lead—and 
nearly lost the race—on lap 137. 
His left front tire shredded and 
he limped into the pits,, 
Hartman, driving a 1972 
Dodge, then assumed the top 
spot with MeCIuskey taking S€€~ 
ond. A caution flag on the I66th 
lap allowed the field to bunch 
and, with just 30 laps to go, 
Hartman’s lead was only two 
seconds. 
Petty, with four fresh tires on 
his tar, passed Hartman 'three 
laps later and was oil and run­ 
ning to his first victory ever in 
a USAC race.

his good friend, Albert Einstein. 
Bobby Brown, now a heart 
specialist, is no dummy either, 
but generally those with the 
huge IQ’s, fellows like Bill 
Bradley, 
Ken 
Dryden 
and 
Frank. Ryan, go into some other 
line of work besides baseball. 
But Mike Marshall, Mon­ 
treal’s bread-and-butter relie­ 
ver, can a c c u r a t e l y be 
described, as brilliant whether 
you’re talking about the way he 
throws his screwball or the way 
he thinks. 
Some have even called him a 
1 baseball egghead,” but he 
considers that label anything 
but flattering. 
Has Teaching Job 
The term ‘egghead’ is dcmea­ 
ning. ” he says. "People who 
use the word do not have the 
ability to recognize that every­ 
one is born with, brains,, but not 
everyone uses them. I feel 
sorry for anybody who doesn’t 
have sense enough to make use 
of his brain or his body .”

M a r,shall.., 
naturally, 
uses both.

If I had the 
running form of a Jim Ryun, 
my area of competition would 
be track; if I had the talent of 
a Kareem Jabbar, it would be a 
basketball court, 'but since I 
have baseball talent, this is the 
form my competition takes.”

Marshall has such a good, 
screwball the Expos consider 
him too valuable ever to think 
of converting him to a starter. 
"Why would, you think of 
doing that when he can win a 
ball game for you five days in 
a row?” says Cal McLish, the 
Expos’ pitching coach. 
Gene Mauch, M o n t r e a I’», 
manager, calls Marshall "the 
most complete relief pitcher” 
he has ever seen. 
Ask Mauch what he mean®' by 
"most complete.,1"' and he says 
"superb fielder, tough hitter, 
good base-runner and excellent 
hunter.” 
Mauch also has this to say 
about other relievers in com­ 
parison with his man: 
“I have seen Hugh Casey 
throw' »p¡tiers as effective as 
Marshall’s screwball; Joe Page 
throw fastballs as good as bis 
screwball; Nelson Potter and 
Jack Baldschun throw their 
screwballs, as good; Elroy Face 
and Lindy McDaniel throw 
their forkballs as good, and 
Ron Perra noski throw sinking 
balls that were as good as 
Marshall’s screwball,, but I’ve 
never seen any one of them do 
ALL the things as well as Mike 
Marshall does.”

Each year the number of golf players 
at the local club increases in number. 
There is a men’s league and women’s 
league that compete weekly. The wom­ 
en’s league plays at 5 on Tuesday after­ 
noon and the men’s league plays on 
Thursday. Friday night, husbands of the 
women who are active in the Women’s 
Golf League join them in a Best Ball 
Tourney. During the past few years, the 
golf teams in the Junior High School and 
Senior High School have won many 
awards. The golf course this year is in 
excellent condition and deserves recog­ 
nition. 
The workshop and building housing 
the electric golf carts burned last year. 
Soon to be opened is a new building that 
will give ample storage for the gasoline 
operated carts which have replaced the 
electric ones. There will also be a work­ 
shop there. A new club house has been 
talked about for years, and is needed. 
This past month Greensburg Golf Club 
opened a second 9 holes making their 
course an 18-hole golf course. A brochure 
was given commemorating the event. It 
points out the cooperation that exists 
between the city of Greensburg and the 
club. 
In December of 1941, the city of Greens­ 
burg acquired the deed to the present 
park, lake, the old golf course which had 
“fizzled out.” 
For .several seasons, all dues from the 
golf playing permits were paid to the 
city of Greensburg. In October 1953, a 
lease was signed with the annual rent to 
be $1 annually. The course was then nine 
holes with sand greens. The clubhouse 
was built in 1956-57 and enlarged in 1964. 
The golf cart shelter was built in 1969 to 
house 43 privately owned golf carts. 
In 1965 approximately 63 acres across 
the county road from the original 9 hole 
golf course became available for pur­ 
chase. The purchase was financed by 
first mortgage and a second mortgage 
by members. The farm ground was rent­ 
ed for grain farming until sufficient 
money was available for creating the 
course. Work began in earnest in 1971, 
and with the exception of bulldozing, 
trenching, and trucking, all supervision 
and labor was done by the club members. 
This achievement during a 20 year period 
from 1953 to 1973 deserves praise and 
recognition. Lots were sold surrounding 
the course which helped pay the cost. The 
total investment in the new nine holes 
was $133,466, but $18,000 was paid back 
for lots surrounding the course, so the 
total expense was really $115,466. A re­ 
cent story in an Indianapolis paper list­ 
ed the price of $20,000 for each green! 
For this small club to build for each nine 
holes, new tees, fairways, greens for only 
$12,827 each deserves some investigating, 
and great praise!

INDIANAPOLIS ( U P I ) — 
A question of jurisdiction may 
block any action by the Indi­ 
ana State AFL-CIO executive 
board Aug. 2 at Bloomington 
on 
a 
re .solution 
seeking: the 
resignation of Democratic state 
chairman Gordon St. Angelo. 
The resolution was mailed to 
the AFL-CIO officia s here by 
the Wabash Valley Central La­ 
bor Council at Terre Haute, 
and its busiest item of new 
business on the state board 
agenda. But one of the state 
labor officials said it was ‘very 
unlikely” the board would adopt 
it and said he doubted that the 
matter was within the board’s 
jurisdiction. 
He pointed out that the 2- 
member Democratic State Cen­ 
tral Committee holds jurisdic­ 
tion over St. Angelo’s tenure. 
And a poll taken by this re­ 
porter indicates that a major­ 
ity of those 22 members back 
the continuation of St. Angelo 
in the party chairmanship. 
No Consideration Given 
The state committee held a 
meeting the same weekend the 
Wabash council resolution was 
made public and several of the 
D e m ocratic com m it tee 
me m - 
bcrs 
said 
no 
consideration 
whatever was given to the idea. 
Some sources suggested that 
the Terre Haute area 
labor 
council’s resolution was a car­ 
ry-over 
from 
bitterness 
that 
arose last year between back­ 
ers of Sens. Hubert Humphrey 
and George McGovern for the 
Democratic presidential nomi­ 
nation. Humphrey, 
with Sen. 
Vance Hartke as a major Indi­ 
ana backer, won the 1972 Indi­ 
ana presidential preference pri­ 
mary. 
However, some of the Indi­ 
ana national convention dele­ 
gates were allotted to McGov­ 
ern in advance of the conven­ 
tion, as St. Angelo attempted 
to work out the national quota 
representation that c o v e r e d 
race, sex and creed. Humphrey 


backers were irate and argued 
that their candidate should have 
had all the Indiana votes. As it 
turned out, McGovern won the 
nomination without needing the 
few Indiana votes in conten­ 
tion, then lost to President Nix­ 
on. 
Although Hartke did take the 
position that Humphrey should 
have had all the Indiana con­ 
vention votes since McGovern 
did not enter the state 
pri­ 
mary, a spokesman said that 
Hartke had nothing to do with 
the 
Wabash 
council’s action. 
He said Hartke did not know 
about it until the resolution. A 
spokesman for Sen. Birch Ba>h 
also said Bayh had no part in 
the council’s anti - St. Angelo 
campaign.

At one time in St. Angelo’s 
bng tenure — long for political 
chairmen—Hartke and Bayh did 
look with less than complete

1965, and has survived several 
other efforts to replace him.

presidents to be 
more than 
chief executives of the govern­ 
ment. They have sought to 
make their 
presidents

also as High Priests, personal 
embodiments and symbols of 
the nation’s ethical ideals and 
aspirations. 


Presidential Mystiquo 
A very 
few 
presidents — 
Abraham Lincoln is one who 
comes readily to mind —have 
had the extraordinary 'Combina­ 
tion of attributes necessary to 
fulfill this dual role. 
But very often the cherished 
national myth of president-as- 
high-priest has come into harsh 
conflict with the fact that most 
presidents are merely sucess- 
ful politicians who have clawed 
their 
way 
to 
the 
top 
by 
compromise, expedience, ruth­ 
less ness 
or 
luck. 
A 
not- 
insignificant number have been 
hack 
politicians, 
with 
no 
discernible qualifications even 
for political leadership. They 
were catapulted into the White 
House by death or assassination 
after they had been rather 
casually chosen for the unde­ 
manding role of vice president. 
Although this has been going 
on 
for 
nearly 
200 
years, 
Americans still insist on sur­ 
rounding the office of President 
of the United States with a kind 
of 
religious 
mystique, 
and 
expecting its inhabitant to 'set 
• 
high 
example" 
of 
moral 
rectitude and personal piety for 
the nation.
